The reminder of tho second training oesBlon involved role 
playing, sons of the items on the PI, and the totroduotlon of toe 
adainUtration of the Peabody Woture Vocabulary Test (PPVT).

attempting to adninleter portions of the test. A critical discussion 
of the testing approaches ensusd® It was then reooniiiended that the 
parents administer as manj PI** PPVT's to oonmunitjr children as 

they could prior to the final training session. 

During the third training sessiont the majority of ttie tine 
WM used In disoussing particular problems that the parents experienced 
in the administration of both tests. Some of the particular Interfering 
oharactdristlce were brou^t to the attention of the parent testers. 

For example » one of the parents tended to use the testing as a teaching 
deTioe. She persisted in probing for particular answers. The group 
became aware of the need to just use this as an assessing technique. 

In the final role play tta-t concluded the third session* this particular 
parent showed a decided decrease in the probing approach. 



Testing Situation t 

The tests were actually administered in two Head Start child 
development centers. A member of the research team acted as coordinator 
in arrangements for rooms and the selection of the group of 

children to be tested. Except for these administrative matters, the 
parents carried out the entire testing procedure from escorting the 
child ftrom his classroom to the testing room to the return from the 
testing room back to his classroom.

PPVT, Significant differences were found in favor of the second testing 
whether the tester was parent or student on just the PIo The test* 
retest condition or just the passage of the five days seem to increase 
the score on this test* However ^ with the PP7T* there was no slgnifioant 
increase in the score when the tests were administered within 5 days 
of. one another* 

It is possible to divido the Pra-sohool Inventory into 21 
categories (Sse Table IV). In an attempt to detect whether there n»y 
be certain particular areas whore the parents are enabling the subjects 
to be more or less successful, Table IV was developed to show the 
fre9.uenoy of success on the given items under each category for the 
combined first and second testing® 

In nine categories, the parents and students were getting 
about equal aocuracyo In four areas, the parents were achieving more 
accurate responses,, viz naming meal time objects, counting out loud 
and understanding the concept of numbers, naming children in group, and 
performing personal dlreotions* The so^istlcatad student testers were 
evidently achieving more accuracy in three areas, viz*, personal identic 
floation, knowledge of freight train, and discrimination of form. 

Disoussion a 

Two faotors have clearly emerged from this study. First ws have 
seen a demonstration of effeotlve administering of psyohologloal tests by 
the psrentso It must be kept in mind that the parents were oompsred with 
a hi^y aophistioated group of students skilled in manipulative techniques
